LoNPON, Oct. 23 — Juhtin McCarthy 
(Parnollite) has been awartJed the aoat in 
the cointnuns which he cunteuted in 
". tho receDt elottiun against Churlea Ed- 
ward Lewis (conaervatire). LuwIh has 
•at fur Londonderry ever since 1872. In 
the recent election the poll as counted 
gave Lewis 1781 votes and McCarthy 1778 
and the seat was accordingly awarded to 
the former who has occupied il although 
McCarthy at nnce entered a protest and 
liM. eTer„ ainoe been pusbiag his 
blaim io the seat, baaing ' bis case 
largely upon allegaiiona of unfair methods. 
To day Lewis' counsel abanduDed bia 
olienl'-t claim and ttie auat waa declared to 
b^MoOarlhy's. The catie has been worm- 
vlyfcuntcttvd from the start and the an- 
nounceiueiit of the reauitbas caused much 
excitemeut. McCarthy haa a seat for 
Longford county, which heuLt;>iiieU wiih 
out iippiiHition. 

The ijmish ship Ottui biirii fri.m Grtuu- 
ock, Aug 18ih, for tinn Francisco, took 
fire at sea and was abanJuned by her ur^^ .v 
at Montevideo.

Fook Yuon vs. John Bogg. — I have 
gona at length into tho arguinsnta of the 
learned counsel and the facta adduced on 
both aides in this appeal, aud my learnod 
brother, Mr. Justice Gray,: and myself 
hare had repeated conferences respecting 
tho whole matter, and have cnme to the 
conclusions st itod at length by iVIr. Jus- 
tice Gray in his written judgment, and I 
concur in tho roaaoning and opinions he 
has BO clearly .expressed therein, aud; give 
judgment aoco*rdiugly. 

Orai/, J. 

Ou the 7tb September plaintiffs aued da- 
fcudaut.bv writ speoially endorsed for goods 
Held Hiul delivered, for §2500. Ou the 18th 
Beptoiiiber plHiutilVn applied to tho chief 
jiiaticb (Iho defi'udant having appeared) for 
an order to sign litiul jiulgtuout under rnlo 
75. Plaintiffs' nfliduvit iii(t'r «/ia disL'lo.Hod 
a wriItjU Btiruunient dated lUth July, 
1880, aignod by the defendant, admitting 
tho debt for ii'i,uOO "/or 'goods auppUtd," 
and proiniaiiig to pay in fuil in 30 daya. 
The aflidiivic also cuntiiiiied tho cttateineiil 
— that ill ph..iiitill'a belief tliero was :i(i 
defence to the eclion, and tliat the ap- 
pearance n'ua for delay only. A auni. 
inons waa granted returnable in three 
days. At the hearing before the Chief 
Juatice on Saturday the 23rd, the defendant 
by uflidavit denied the iudebtodne8s,in no 
way explained why ho signed the 
agreement, butaaid it did not contain tho 
true state of facts, without atating whuro 
the untruth was; and in the 7ih aud 
and 8th paragraphs swore that 
the merchandise referred to in 
plaintiU'a affidavit waa bpium, whicli 
plaiiititr with two other men n iinud Corn- 
ish and McLeod, hired and paid by the 
plaintitf, waa about ti siuugglo into 
the United States," and by the ninth 
paragraph, that he, defendant, was advis- 
ed and believed he had a good defence on 
the mprits. 

The Chief Justico after reading tho afli- 
davit and hearing Mr. Walla for tho plain- 
till', aud Mr. Mills for defendant, ordered 
that iilaintifF might sign judg- 
ment for $2500 and coats, unlees 
tne defendant paid into oourt tho 82,500, 
on or before 11 o'clock on Monday, the 
26lh, having powor under rule 00, to give 
leave to defend unconditionally — or on 
such terms aa to giving aoeurity or other- 
wise as he might chink tit. 

From this ordnr iMr. Mills appeals to 
this court conteuding that defundant's af- 
fidavit disclosed a meritorious defense. 
Tho rule of court referred to says, "That 
tho mere atatement that there ia a good 
defonce to the merits shall not be aulli- 
cient'" - 

Before atating the conatruolion to be put 
on ihia aflSdavit of defendant there are one 

or two observiitiona to bo made. 

Mr. Mills during tho argument 
tendered to tho court a now afh- 
davit — either of additional facta or 
explanatory statements on buhalf of 
defendant. Its reception was objoct.d 
to and the objection waa aaatained. It is 
well at once' to state the reasons, lat, 
Whatever the facta therein contained 
wore, if known ai the time, they 
ahould have been preaented when 
the hearing took placo. Properly 
then presented, tho order complained of 
might not have been mrde. If unknown at 
the time it ghonid be so alleged wheu uow 
tendered. Thia court on an application 
like the present may have power to receive 
Duw affidavita, but a loose ayatem admitting 
them would impose additional oxpuuKo on 
clients and eucoiirnga gros.s curi'ltssiiena 
aud inattention on bcli.ilf of the ]]raelition- 
ora. When piir'.ieH go into conit they .should 
take every precaution to attack or <lefeud, 
and make their cases clear, thiit jiiilgment 
may follow aud litigation in tho matter end. 
It is also unjust to the judge who deeidod 
to upset his decision ou faet.s which tho' 
known weie withheld from him, particularly 
aa the provincliti statute which grants the 
appeal to this court does not permit him to 
be present iind expliiin. As hud dewii in lir. 
Mniin'.s and Dnutoii, (Uian, Uiv, .n) L. L., 
3ot), Hiich a practice is most objectioii.iblu, 
Wu wiab it, thiTefoii;, understood that in 
nil future heann;;;) in this ooiut, new alUdii- 
vits will only bo received in exceptional 
cnsea, and wheu it ia firat made manifest to 
the court that iujuhtioe would be done by 
not receiving them. 

The flrat point in this case as it slands.is, 
whose fault was it that the defendant was 
in tho position thut tins order onuld bo 
madef He himself Bl;,'iiud a pa|)er adinil 
ting ihu dor t and amount a-iul pri)iuiain(; to 
pay. IIu (inej not allege hu wa.s deceived, 
was iniiiiriiiit, outwitted or defrauded. 
Uu had admitted his liability. It was in- 
cumbuiit .upon him then to get rid of it, 
by atating in hia aflidavit some clear, 
hior torious gronml, for re[iudinting hia 
promiao — h buna jidc defence, 'i'liu riilea 
of pleading — (see 131,') — require that when 
& matter of fact ia alleged with divers 
circumstances, it shall not be auQicient to 
deny it, aa allegod aloii^' with those cir- 
ouiiiHtanceH, but a fair and Bubatantial 
answer uniat bo given. Tho cas^js cited 
by tlio ouunaol on both aidea to tletorinino 
tho proper inoaiiiiig of thia rulu aro:

Tho tiiird is tho only 
ground on which the defendant oan poeai- 
bly claim to ntand.

The result of the general elections in 
Quebec tor the local legislature is yet in 
doubt. If one looks through conserva- 
tive spectacles he will have iio difliculty 
in coming to the cmicluBiou iliat thu sov- 
ernment has been auataiued though by a 
amall majority, and if through libera^ then 
be Has aa little doubt that Mr. Mercier 
has a workini^ majority at his back. One 
thing is ceitriin tliat the result is as close 
aa it well could be, and that neither party 
baa anything to boaat of as far an n tnajor- 
ity i> concerned, thouj^h it is re.idily 
agreed that the liberals have made great 
gainB. The general opinion geems to be 
fhac either the present government will 
retain the reina of power until the house 
meets, or more likely, that =^ coalition 
governiaent will be funned. At present 
all is chaos and confusion, opa can 

only wait until the bih'iI^o has cleareii 
■way froai tho buttloliekl to pro- 
claim the victor'j lunio. Meantime 
it is vory iiiti^restirii^' lo read tho utter- 
ances of the Qiieljec prtBi uu '^'e aubjuct. 
The Gazette aays: 

"We take it that in the ne* legislature 
the goverameut vUl Bommand a majority 
of three to five, certainly a narrow 
enough one, that in tho interont of the 
effective administration of public uii'iirs 
is regrettably small. The sucetsa achieved 
by the li(?aralB iras due to f''" priucipal 
causes, the race and rovciii;o try, whicii 
cost the governinent the Iobb of n dozen 
or mcra constituencies and til's lavish ex- 
penditure of money, our advice* being to 
the effect that the hbcrals wera plentifully 
■applied with funds by their Ontario 
ailiea. " 

La Minervo, a staunch government 
organ, states that tho liberals hayo been 
entirely doccivcd in tiinir liojio of n clean 
sweep of thu c^jsurvat ivea, iia the latter 
"remaiti with a phalaiii whose numbers 
are quite imp( sing." It points out that 
the natioaalihta, aftergi^ing naaterial help 
to the libcrids in securing auocess to a 
certain "extent, have ihenagelves bean left 
out iu the Cold, 'inly three of their can- 
didates boint; elc'ctoil. ]lfcferriug to 
iJonlrtal iiiiat, it dt'lilnroB tho di-fuat (.f 
the Hun. Mr. TaiHon, and »»y» it is but 
a repetitioa of that great politio»t fault 
which killed Sir George Etiepne Cartier. 
The article \viiids up by stating that thoio 
is roaHoii to' l)eliove t jo: eonaerVfttive party 
will remaiii in powi-r. 

La Patrio on ilie i tluT h;u)'l proolaims 
a naiionul Iriuiuph: "The Birut;y;lo is 
over, and the province may breathe free- 
ly. It lias lived under the BO>^>'y pendard 
re^jime; now wc will have the national re- 
giiiiu. The pruviiiei-(i (JuoLiee fotjla the 
blow it reci-ivnd on tholGiK n' Nijveniher. 
Wtiiit a r( VL-iit;o wo liavg hud! Liow 
thorough, t HI ! Huw happy the patriots 
were hiat iiitjhtl ♦ * # We must 
thank tho patriots for their generous as- 
siBiance. Thanks to the Nutioiihl^ Con- 
eervativesl Thanks to the LihoraU! 
Thanks to the ilnn. Mr. Merger, premier 
of the proviijcel" 

Le JJlonde (Government Conservative) 
goes on to deplore the defeat of Mr. Tail- 
Ion, adding that if the worlt'iignien had 
known that thi^y were huiiiinf,' Air. David 
in working; for thoir own Ci,iidid,ito 'hey 
wouldhuvo Voted for Mr. Tmllou. Tlio 
article concludes: "If the governinent 
resigned the Liberahi would nut have a 
nuffioient oihjority to rein 'i" in power. 
Then oao o(-fcwo' talngs woijiii ruuialn to 
be done — a coalition miui.uiy or uri appeal 
in tho people. Wn believe thin la:<t alter- 
native would bo the bent. 5ew olections 
would agnin btiuK the ooiiHorvatives into 
power with a etrong ms.joriiy, for tho 
electors will have benefiuial fears now that 
the province is threutoned with the power 
of the liborala " 

"Every tbin(»," says h\ Jliimrvo, "is 
indecision ua to tho rosults. We mi^dit 
fancy oursolvta on tho luorri'*^ "f ik ■'"i'/-' 
d'ttat, Tho liborala promiou'l » clean 
•weep that was to disperso to the four 
winds of heaven all thft woS left of the 
oonaeriratlvos in the province- They must 
see they were wonfully mistakeri. Not 
only hai theru not bisuu a clo»n sweep, 



but the conservatives oomo out of the 
election with s phalanx whose numerical 

strength is quite imposing. We never 
deceived ourselves aa to the intensity of 
the Biel agitation. Thii agitation, which 
was inspired by a good aontiinont, at least 
in the minda of many sincere men, has 
been unhappily taken advantage of in au 
ignoble way, not to aerve - patriotio ends, 
but to carry into power a party that has 
not dared to frankly show its colors. This 
party understood so well that it was weak- 
neaa and unpopularity itself that it cynic- 
ally disguised itself in the so-called 
national colors to mount to power." 

La Presse (oousorvative nationaliat, but 
supporting tho three workiugmeu's candi- 
dates), adds: 

'•For the moment both parties claim the 
balance of power. Tho government haa 
this advantage, that it ia iu power aud has 
to be dislodged. " * , The ministry, com- 
poacd of new men, has lacked iu savior 
fiiirc; aud tho liberals have aeen a decisive 
victory oBcnpe them by want of diBolpliuo. 
Tho national cry waa a powerful weapon 
but it would have made more ravages had it 
not deyeueratod into a party cry. Those 
who, like ourHolves.do not love tho liborul.s, 
rebelled agniuat these mnnuiuvres. We 
havo, perhaps, hindered a decisive triumph, 
aud if HO, BO much tho better. It would 
trouble us loss to fall under tho ruin of Mr, 
Mereier if we were certain to find in hia 
policy lofty views, breadth, greatuess and 
dignity. But the past is there. * * Ex- 
cept Dr. Trudel, who follows L'Eteudard, 
aud Mr. Bourbonuais, who will probably bo 
consorvntivo, there is no doubt as to the 
character of the protended nationalists — 
they are simply old-time hborals." 

Aud so the battle of the press goes ou. 
One thing is very evident, judgiug by the 
tone of the newspapers, that that charity 
which "covers a multitude of eins" is not 
being as extensively practiced as it should 
be in Quebec, now that the fight ia over. 

The almost complete failure of the 
haharies and tha blight of the potato crop, 
are likely to be the causes of "want,'' if 
not of starvation, in Kewfouudland dur- 
ing the eomiog wintar. The Stand.-ird 
regards the failure of the potato crop aa 
the worst of tho minfoi tunes, and adcia: 

"In view of this ugly combination of 
adverse circumstnucos, it is tiiily reason- 
able to apprehend tliat there is a cortain 
amount of deatitutiun and want in store 
for our poorer people during the approach 
ing fall, winter and early spring months 
The question, therefore, which now forci- 
bly preaenti itself is: What, under these 
circumstances, is the best courao for the 
government lo pursue, in order to ward 
off, long and as far as possible, tho des- 
titution which, unless guarded against, 
must sooner or later inevitably ensue. 
The Standard urges the immediate con- 
struction of public works as the only way 
to lessen the inevitable calamity impend- 
ing." 

Thk St. John Sun makes an estimate 
of the quantity of i;oods shipped by the 
dix cotton mills in the maritime provmces 
to Uutario, Qaebeo, and the'JNottbweat. 
The tigaros do not bear out the cry of tho 
secessionists that there is no trade be 
tweon the maritime provinces and old 
Canada, or that thu markets of the 
former have been opened to rival com- 
petitors without any compeiiBating ad 
vantage being received. Thu output of 
the lower province cotton mills is put at 
81,200,000, of which 72 per cent, of 
$1, 600,000 finda its way to the ware- 
houses principally of Montreal and To- 
ronto merohanta, the proportion of tho 
various mills being as followa:

Gladstone diea or retirea. Nobody would 
follow Sir William Harcourt, and many 
of the strongest men in the party object 
to Mr. John Morley. Mr. Chamberlain is 
out of the question, and that leaves Xtoae- 
bery as the only possible leader nnleas 
some new atar ariaes." 



In praise of the decent newspaper it 
may be aaid that where it has a place iu 
the family, and has beun read for years by 
young as well aaold, it haa developed such 
a healthy tone and auoh discriminatiag 
taste that the literature of the stums has 
no admirers.

I amsure thegovernment 
will act V7i8ely and with diaoretiun in this 
mHit 'M-, lind not rashly ou bearing ex parte 
statoments. 

It IB well that imiuiry bo made into the 
cau(!0 of tho existing trouble, and that a 
disocuot pursnn be sent north frir that 
purpose, and let the goverunient sot; to it 
that justice be done regardless of piii-tios, 
and let the Indians who feel that thi;y are 
being wronged havo a patioiit hearing. 
A small spsrk once kindled iu that large 
and inacoeaaible ooontry may lead to im- 
mense evil — to the serious loaibf life and 
to the waste of treasure, which tho 
province ciinnot nfl'ord to waste — for the 
aako, puihaii.i, of a few acres of wild 
land, or for the sake of the two acres 
now ill the ocoupstion of the church 
mission, and which is, without doubt, a 
part of the Metlakahtla reserve. The 
civil power ia aufBoient to aettle this 
matter vrithout an armed force, , 
VotME.

Soi'iA, Oct. 22.— Gadbou EffendPa note 
to the ministry, notifying it of tho under- 
standing between Turkey and Runsia, wqm 
writtou to Htamborloir iu tho form of per- 
sonal advice, (Mid was not au ollioial doclar- 
ation. Giidbau lilVi'iidi's nuHsion as spec-ial 
envoy for the porte ia declared to be to 
recoucile Bussia aud liulgaria, and to make 
arraugementa for affording complete mili- 
tary protection to the Bobranje daring its 
forthcoming session. 

The regejioy baa received from 300 depu- 
ties to the great Sobranje|oxpreasions of a 
desire to have the election of a priuco to 
succeed Prince Alexander concluded not 
later than the second sitting of the Sobranjo. 
All those doputios deoliue that thV country 
requires the speedi(>at posssible Huttlouiont 
of tho question. Tho regency have cou- 
souted to oarry out th& wiahea of tha 300 
deputies.

Lo:<DOM, Oct. 22. — Tho BritiRli diBpatoh 
boat Imogouo was wrecked al Galli|joli dur- 
ing a fog.

UNITED STATES. 
Farminoion Me., Oct. 22. — A great 
fire has raged since 8 o'clock this even- 
ing. At this hour (1. DO a, in.) tho fire is 
sweeping down Alain street, and will 
probably consume everything on tho 
west side of the street. Masonic Hall, 
Oddfellows' building, Chronicle office. 
Post OfEce, Ilotel Marble, Exchange 
Hotel and some lo stores are noiv m 
ruins. In the burned district, as far as 
from Hotel Marble down to Pleasant 
street, everything is swept clear; includ- 
ing the jail; thence along Broadway to 
Mif.iu street; thence up Main atriBet to 
Tarbox Bros, store on the west side of 
the street; also down the entire length 
of Main street to Deptjt streot on 
tha west side. The Baptist Church is 
also in ruins and tho Methodist and 
Congregational Churches are now burn 
ing. It is utterly impossible to estimate 
the loss. A steam fire engine has just 
arrived from Lowiston. A cmnpany 
from Philip.i is also, .".-orkiiifr, but its 
labors are almost fruitless on account 
of tho galo which prevails. The People's 
Trust Oompauy ia also burned out. 
The tire caught in E. Gisr'e atable on 
Pleasant street at 7.30 o'clock. No ac- 
cidents are reported, but everybody is ex- 
hausted. 

CiiEYBNNE, Oct 22. — News reached 
here last night from Carbon that John S. 
Kerr, a stock grower residing at Elk 
Mountain, Wyo. , shot hia younger brotlior 
W. S. Kerr, yeatetduy. Tha trouble 
originated from the fact that while <). S. 
Kerr waa away from home, the brother, 
whom he had educated and nutured, took 
the opportunity to seduce hia wife^iud 
ruin his home. His son, a buy of some 
17 years, told Mr. Kerr of this state of 
alfaira in his houaehuld. ,J. S. Merr im- 
mediately deeded all hia projieity to his 
son and went out into the world a penni- 
less and heartbroken man. He tried to 
hide his shame from tho world, but the 
facta were too notorioua to be entirely 
covered. Finally an attempt wbb made 
to rob the boy of the properly deeded to 
him by his father, and the controversy 
brought J. S. Kerr back to the scene of 
his disgrace and shame. In trying to 
settle the matter with his brother, hot 
woids ensiii.'d aud W. S. Kerr allot at 
his brother, the l)iill taking ellVct in one 
of hia legs. J. S. Kerr, the injured hus- 
band, shot back, aud mortally wounded 
W. S. Kerr. 

M.iNciiuMKK, N.H., ()ot.22. — lohn B.

It is the habit in 
the eastern provinces for tho government 
to assist farmers in settling on the vacant 
lands. Chie dollar per acre is doubtloas a 
very small sum to pay for farming lands, 
but it nuist be remembered that vory little 
if any, of the crown land in this province 
will admit of a man maintaining himself 
off the produce of his farm during the iirst 
year of his occupancy, and besides, not 
only has an outl;iy to bo made at tho very 
."t.irt on :icuount of l.ind, but a certain 
amount of stock and implements are in- 
dispeiisaljle; whureaa a great many of the 
poo|ilo who travel to thia remote part of 
tho world arrive here with sadly deplet 
ed pur.iea which fact renders it impossible 
for them 1 1 take up land. If assistance 
iu tiie form of small loans during the first 
year or two waa holdout to such as these 
by the local government there canni t bo 
the slightest doubt but that out annual 
food account with foreign parta would be 
greatly reduced — more and more every 
year, until the balance would be theothtr 
way. B.C.

A TOURIST'S OPINION. 

nir. A. jP. niacdonald on British 
Coliiinbia, 

Mr. A. P. Maodpnald, ?rho recently 
returned to''fils'..6Dlu!d| home, after a 
three months' vieit to the Northwest and 
British Columbia, has written the Toronto 
Mail a long letter giving hia impressions 
of the country. We have much pleasure 
iu Isyiug before o>ar readers that portion 
which refers tb^bur own'provinoe. It ia 
as follows: 

"We left Banii' at 3 a. in., 9th of 
August, and after a delightful trip of two 
days and one nitrht through the "sea of 
mountains," roaohod Victoria, moro im- 
pressed with the grandeur of tiio acuuery 
and i. thev rast timber woaltli than wo 
tboaghE "we could posaibly bo. The 
scenery cannot fail to attract tho tourist. 
It is grander than anything I over aaw 
before; and I am assured hy many who 
have seen the mountains of Europe timt 
they do uo't equal those of our own 
Northwest in '"grand, wild, beauty," 
while to this ia added the comfort of 
traveling on such a ruad as the 0. P. II., 
where every attention ia shown to paa- 
seugera, A feeling of security ia alao 
given by the evident careful watchfulness 
that ia shown in every point. When 
we started from BanlF I was kindly sup- 
plied with a chair on a rear platform 
of the sleeper, and only left my posi- 
tion for meals until two o'clock Tuesday 
morning, and then resumed iny poaitioii 
at 7 a. ra , buing dL-tijnninud to luao no 
opportunity of feasting my eyoa upon thu 
grand scenery and at the samu time loarn- 
ing all I could about the ruaoiirccH of thu 
mountain region. Tho more I saw of this 
muoh-abtised and little understood region 
the more I was impressed with its value. 
The scenery is grand all the way down the 
Fraaer river till you got to Port Muody, 
which place has a very good harbor for 
vessels, with plenty of water but rather a 
strong current to contend with coming 
up from Vancouver. Vancouver certainly 
seems to have been wisely chosen ny the 
0. P. R. as their western terminus, as 
there is depth of wator and ample room 
for all claaata of aliij.H, and ten years 
hence it will without doubt bo a place of 
oonsiderable siKO. Yat I think a great in- 
justice is being djno ti tlio place now in 
its youthful days, by holding 

TOWN I.OT.S 

at too high a figure. I enquired the price 
of a lot 30x100 feet and was asked $3,000. 
Iu my opinion half that sum would bu a 
fair price. But the sums demanded add- 
ed to the cost of clearing tho ground of 
the enormous Iroea, retards Iho growth of 
the future city. I noticed what outer- 
prise its people were showing in rubuilu- 
ing their town, which had so shortly be- 
fore been swept oy lire. From Vancou- 
ver I'found my way to Victoria, which is 
a moat beautifully situated city of from 
twelve to thirteen thousand iiihabitanta, 
of whom about one-third are Chinese. 
With reference to those last they seemed 
from Miat I could see and hear of them 
to be and industrious class, and ciuiotjjand 
cleanly. Many of them are employed in 
the great salmon caniiini; estabhahinentj 
along the Fraaer river, where they are 
looked upon as valuable ainployids. By 
the way, speaking of the fish-canning, I 
must mention an incident which is vividly 
impressed on my mind. My wife and 
self went np the river to. see some of the 
great 

yiiiU OANKERIKS, 

We found they were in the act of putting 
away for the season all their plant aiul 
appliances, and the season was supposed 
to bo lost, when auddonly an oxoited 
Chinaman gave a shout, aud iiiatintly all 
bands were out launching their little 
boats. We looked out, puzzled ta know 
what the fuss as about, and only saw a 
silvery wave a foot high extending acroaa 
the great river, and steadily advancing 
against tho current, but we soon learut 
what it meant, when we saw the scoop 
nets dashed from every boat, and at each 
life bearing from two to five salmon into 
the boats. It was a wonderful sight, hard 
to deaoribe, and impossible to realire un- 
less one hi\d aeou it. Tho liali never 
swerved from th«ir courau; but passed 
steadily up the river, four or live deep, and 
extending from shore to shore. It is need- 
leas to add that the canning establishtuenta 
were at once in full blast. With every pros- 
pect of a prosperous season. I not oud 
one thing about Victoria, and that ia the 
easy-going way* of tho old inhabitants; 
nothing seems to iiurry them and they do 
not take kindly, so to say, to tlui iuipi tu- 
osity of the new come Victoria niun. This 
feeling I attribute largely to thi;:r lung 
isolation from the real of the world, whuh 
is now so happily ended, and aluo partly 
to the enervating eliecls of tliuir peculiar- 
ly mild climate, which seems to luako a 
man listless and dreamy, as one feela in 
Ontario when the ohacmiog spell of "In- 
dian summer" falls on the land. West 
Victoria ia n delightful place, with plenty 
of good land in tho iuiiiiediat'j viciiiily. 
Thta Island of Vancouver shuuld yet sup- 
port a very large fanning^ population. I 
have now said eu(>ugh of this portion of 
the country, but cannot close without re- 
marking how very few old men I eaw 
throughout tho journey, they all looked 
80 robust and well devoluped_, just 
t_he men to build up a now country. 
The absence of drunkenness was so ap- 
parent that I cannot pass it without coia- 
mendatiou. I will summariise my opinion 
on tho land generally from

which I have endeavored to keep before 
me all the way throughout the journey. 
I waa amazed at tlie timber, having been 
ncoustorned all iny life to the piiio of tho 
Ottawa riiUey. 1 niitufally jridged by 
the latter what timber should be like, but 
when I saw those great pines of the moun- 
tains that meaaiire from two to two hun- 
dred and fifty feet, and tho beautiful 
yellow cedar of six feet through, besides 
tho western cypress and other valuable 
trees of large aizo, I do net hoaitiito to 
say that there is enough mcrohaiitalile 
timber in the mountain region for one 
mile on each side of the track of the

The pair went to live in the Hue d'Aul 
bou, where some neighbors encouraged 
her to rebel against her servitude. t)uo 
night after Blanc bad thra.-ihed her 
j mercilessly and seized on all Ihm- jewels 
I she screwed up courage to coiiqilairi to 
j a police commissary, who caused hiui 
to be arrested. He was condemned last 
March for what be bad dofie to lier to 
I four months' imprisonment. W^hen lie 
I was liberated he resolved to be aveng- 
I od, and went to Lea Heritier's lodging 
to obtain a trunk he Had left tiiere, 
but a police agent going witli him ho 
could only indulge in menace.s. .Some 
days later he leturned, and upon the 
concierge refusing to let him go up 
stairs, he pulled out a loaded revolver 
and threatened to fire at hor if- he were 
stopped. A struggle took place, and thw 
souteneur, when ho extricated hiinsL'I_ 
from the concierge's grasp, ran away. 
He was allowed to pursue his old busi- 
ness in a wihe-abop near the-lodging of 
the unfortunate on whom he meant to 
be avenged. The night before last he 
saw hor in the street, and pursued her 
like a wild beast until a policonmii waa 
in sight, wiien he beat a retrt^at; but hi; 
continued to watch tho house iu wiiicb 
she lived, and seeing last night that tin;

She cried for help, but he 
knocked her down, and placing his 
knee so heavily on her chest as to 
break it in, out her head off. A man 
living on the opposite side of the lob- 
by, who had jiuahed the door open and 
had tried to get in, saw the assassin ao 
complish this most grutsomo uriiin'. 
Blanc called to him to bo gone, and, 
taking out hia pistol, aimed it at him. 
The man withdrew b'ehind the door, 
saying. "Tho instant you come out, 
yon wretch, I shall throttle you," but 
on second thought he detcnuiued to 
run down stairs and alarm the neigh- 
bors. He found iu the street two police 
agents and a goudarme, but the mo- 
ment they were forcing the doors a cry 
of horror waa raised by the crowd that 
had gathered in front of the bouse. It 
was called forth by the murderer takiui;

Wild shouts and 
yells and the crash of breaking wagons 
were among the enlivening incidents. 
Suddenly the preacher halted and stop- 
ped iu front of bis wagon drawing a 
ritte upon bis pursuera and warning 
them not to come nearer.
